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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-10, the prior art does not teach or suggest either alone or in 
combination a static memory device having a cell strength control circuitry coupled to 
the cells and arranged to reduce drive strengths required to write data into individual 
ones of the memory cells, relative to a drive strength of the bit line circuits, in 
dependence upon a number of memory cells being simultaneously written, at least 
during simultaneous writing of data into the memory cells in a plurality of the rows.
